Dear Worried Mother,
Spare that rod, and believe me, you will Not spoil 

the child! Notice I said spare. . .which means to use 
sparsely or very little. Spanking has a place in bring­ 
ing up our children, Hut a very limited place. You spank 
only to bring a very important matter to a child's atten­ 
tion instantly. For instance, a three year old cannot 

^understand the danger of running into the street. But 
^a smart spank will make him stop, on the instant. In 

other words, a slap should be used to keep a child out 
of danger. . .not to relieve your feelings of anger and 
frustration.

One hint to the wise. . .a "naughty" child is usually 
fl bored, neglected or unhappy child. Give Johnny more 
time and kisses and fewer slaps, Mother, and watch 
your nerves calm down.

Torrance doll fanciers will now have an opportunity 
to see one of most famous and extensive collections in the 
world.

The new offering: of the California Museum of 
Science and Industry is proving that adults as well as

girls enjoy dolls.

Shirley Temple's famous doll 
collection has been organized and 
placed on permanent display at

Now Mrs. Charles Black and 
mother of three, children, Miss 
Temple has given the entire col­ 
lection to the California Museumthe Museum, located in Los An-,

teles' Exposition Park. Over 500 of Science and Industry. Th«
dolls from around the world are 
on view, all of which were sent 
to the former child film star by 
fans.

The exhibit, which is free to 
the public, opened Aug. 1 and, 
in theater terms, has had "stand­ 
ing room only" since its dedica­ 
tion. Of the 50,000 persons who 
have visited the Museum so far 
this month, nearly all have 
crowded before the colorful doll 
exhibit located on the Museum's 
lower level.

Perhaps the greatest feature of 
the collection is the dominance 
of dolls from foreign countries, 
each dressed with perfect detail 
of represent the native costume 
of its country. An entire case is 
devoted to exotic dolls from the 
Far East. Children are enthralled 
with the costumes on dolls from 
Indonesia, India, Holland and Au­ 
stria. Adults, on the other hand, 
appreciate the workmanship on 
the hand-carved wooden dolls 
from Kenya in Africa, beaded 
dolls, a family of Eskimos in au­ 
thentic fur parkas and boots, and 
a family of Navajo Indian dolls 
intricately carved from dried ap­ 
ples. Perhaps the most unusual 
dolls of the entire collection is 
a Javanese dancer, wearing the 
traditional dancing mask and or­ 
nate gold jewelry at the hands 
and feet.

In addition to sending dolls to 
Miss Temple, loyal fans included 
other "background" material, 
such as native temples, screens, 
houses, and boats. These items 
are integrated into the display.

Mementos from Shirley Tem­ 
ple's movie career are also on 
display, including: her costume 
from "Heidi," her makeup kit and 
chair used on the set, and an oil 
painting depicting her role in 
"The Littlest Rebel."

Museum is open from 10 a.m. to 
6 p.m. every day. Admission is 
free.
